REMARKS / ARGUMENTS 

In the above-identified Office Action the Examiner has rejected claims 1-4, 6-12, 
15-19 and 34 under 35 U.S.C. section 112, second paragraph, as being incomplete for 
meeting essential steps. Applicant has amended Claim 1 so that it now deletes the 
groups which the Examiner indicates require further steps and has added them as new 
claims 35 and 35, specifically adding a conversion step to the claimed group. As such, 
Applicant believes that the claims are now acceptable under 35 U.S.C. section 112, 
second paragraph. 

The Examiner has indicated claims appear to be free of the prior art of record 
and thus with the above amendments, Applicant believes the case to be patentable. 

In view of the Examiner's statement. Applicant has reinstated claims 23 and 32- 
33 and believes that they are patentable as well.
